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Tidewater Mensa Chapter 
provides meeting of the minds

An organization called Mensa 
was begun in 1945 by two lawyers 
who had high aspirations. They 
wanted to get a group of intellec- 
tuals together to discuss attaining 
world peace. 

That organization is alive and 
well and operating in the Tide- 
water area, but with less lofty 
goals in mind. President of the 
Tidewater Mensa Chapter, Carol 
McCann, says they are more of a 
social group. 

"It's more of a forum for in- 
tellectuals," said McCann. "We 
get together and discuss things on 
a variety of subjects." 

The Tidewater Club has over 
200 members- and McCann would 
like to see that flgure increase to 
2,000. There are 50,000 Mensans 
nationwide. 

Mensa has only one 
requirement for membership~the 
applicant must score better than 
98 percent of the general 
population on a standarized I.Q. 
test. McCann says many people 
are eligible and don't realize it. 



"Your SAT scores can make 
you eligible if you don't want to 
take one of the tests we offer," 
McCann said. Tests are given by 
Mensa twice a month in Ham- 
pton and Norfolk. Mensa accepts 
a number of standardized or in- 
telligence tests to meet the criteria 
like the California Test of Mental 
Maturity, the Cattell Culture Fair 
Test, the Navy OCT or the 
National Teachers Exam.

"Our only requirement is that 
you be in the top 2 percent in 
I.Q.," McCann said. 

The Tidewater Chapter has 
been together for seven years. 
McCann estimates that over half 
are from Virginia Beach. 

Since their major thrust is 
socializing, they sponsor a num- 
ber of different activities to keep 



their members intellectually 
stimulated. They have a basic, 
once-a-month meeting and often 
have a guest speaker to provide 
discussion on a particular sub- 
ject. They also have singles or 
family outings and "Game 
nights." As might be expected, 
the Mensans enjoy playing 
"Trivial Pursuit." 

"I wouldn't say that it 
("Trivial Pursuit") comes easier 
to us," McCann said. "We have 
people who are really good in a 
couple of categories and not so 
good in others. We just really en- 
joy it and lots of other games like 
Scrabble or Clue for that mat- 
ter." 

McCann became president of 
the Tidewater group in May. One 
of her first duties was to write to 
all the local city governments and 
to Governor Robb to have a 
proclamation naming a week 
"Mensa Week." Her first big 
public relations effort was a suc- 
cess as Governor Robb and the 
local city councils named June 
16-22 "Mensa Week."

Alfred and Mertie Quay are 
animal lovers in a big way. Alfred 
buys a 100 pound bag of feed 
corn every month to feed the 
ducks that come up on the banks 
of the pond near their Banbury 
Lake Village apartment. 

But lately, one special duck has 
been under their care. For the 
past two weeks, the Quays have 
been sheltering "Bolivar," a tiny 
yellow duckling that was aban- 
doned by its mother. 

"He came out of the pond 
about two weeks ago," said Mrs. 
Quay. "Some of the other ducks 
were pecking his head and I knew 
he wouldn't live unless 1 did 
something." 

Mrs. Quay, now 87, is a former 
registered nurse, but still doesn't 
miss an opportunity to practice 
her profession-even on a baby 
duck. 

"Bolivar" seems to be en- 
joying the tender loving care he 
gets from the Quays. 

"All the neighbors know we 
have him now and they think it's 
great," said Mrs. Quay. 

"Bolivar" eats moist corn 
meal out of Mrs. Quay's hand 
and splashes around in the small 
plastic tub they have in their kit- 
chen sink especially for him. 

Although ducks are not the 
usual domesticated pet, 



"Bolivar" is adapting well to 
being away from his own kind 
and being raised by the Quays. 
He will even sit on Mrs. Quay's 
shoulder and nuzzle in her hair. 

"Sometimes he'll take a nap up 
there after his dinner," she said. 

It is not an uncommon sight 
these days in Banbury Lake 
Village to see Mrs. Quay out 
taking "Bolivar" for a walk. But 
she won't be carrying the 
duckling. She has rigged up a 
special leash for him. 

"I use a long peice of adhesive 
bandage and tape it to his leg," 
said Mrs. Quay. "Not many 
people would have thought of a 
leash for a duck." 

Mrs. Quay said she thinks 
"Bolivar" was taken away from 
his mother by some children 
when he was very young. Then 
when the kids tried to put him 
back with the rest of the ducks, 
the mother wouldn't have 
anything to do with him. It ap- 
pears that the orphaned duck 
came up on the right bank of the 
pond. 

"I just tike to nurse people and 
help people," said Mrs. Quay. 
"This little duck really needed 
it." 

The Quays don't plan to keep 
"Bolivar" forever. 

"As soon as he's able, we'll 
put him out here with the rest of 
the ducks," said Mr. Quay.

Buying American 



Buying American can be difficult— even in 
America. Just ask state and local agencies in Pen- 
nsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature, in an effort to 
help the ailing steel industry, last year passed a law 
requiring that state and local governments buy only 
American-built cars. 

It stipulated that manufacturers must certify that 
the autos were assembled in the United States and 
that three-fourths of the parts were manufactured 
domestically. 

As a result, public agencies are complaining 
about being stuck with aging vehicles and the main- 
tenance and repair costs needed to keep them in 
service. They can't purchase new ones because 
manufacturers and dealerships apparently can't 
meet the certification requirements. 

Only local police departments have been granted 
waivers but there is a move afoot to allow gover- 
nment agencies to purchase vehicles made in "Nor- 
th America." It seems that U.S. -made cars 
typically include parts from Mexico and Canada. 

Lawmakers who sponsored the legislation are 
opposed. They say that would defeat the purpose 
of protecting U.S. workers and U.S. products. 

But then so does passing well-intentioned laws 
that can't be obeyed.

Next, McCann wants to con- 
centrate her efforts in two areas: 
better publicity for the group and 
a gifted children's special interest 
group (SIG.) 

"We want to start working 
with the gifted children's 
program," she said. "We want to 
go into the schools and talk with 
the kids to find out how they feel 
and share some of our own past 
experiences with them." 
„, From her own experiences, 
McCann knows the often "rocky 
road" a very intelligent child 
must travel. 

"You go through life feeling 
different or being labeled as a 
trouble-maker because you're 
bored at school," McCann said. 
"And back then, they didn't have 
the spectal programs they do 
now. They were going to move, 
me up two grades, but then they 
were worried about me being so 
much younger than my 
classmates." 

McCann says she does see a 
trend starting where the schools 
are more aware of the need for 
advanced programs for gifted 
kids. 

"My little brother and sister 
are both in an excellent program 
in Virginia Beach," she said. 
"They do research projects and 
then do formal presentations on 
them before the class and are

graded by their peers." 

McCann says there is no 
"typical" Mensan or Mensa 
meeting. The members range in 
age from 4 to 94, represent a 
variety of educational levels and 
occupations and a broad range of 
economic levels. 

"I guess when I tell someone 
what the organization is, they 
picture a bunch of people sitting 
around discussing nuclear fission 
or something," McCann said. 
"But it's not that way. We've 
had discussions on just about any 
subject imaginable." 

McCann assures that Mensa is 
not a group of "intellectual 
snobs," but an organization that 
provides a congenial atmosphere 
and a place to meet people. She 
met her husband there. 

"It's a support group really," 
said McCann. "You find that 
you meet people you can really 
talk to, people who can give good 
advice." 

The members of Mensa strike a 
good balance between those in 
the high tech fields and those in 
"people oriented" professions. 

"We have a few doctors and 
lawyers and lots of people in the 
computer fields," said McCann. 
"It makes for very lively 
discussions."

ARTCAMP since it began four 
years ago. It's important for the 
instructor to enjoy working with 
children, but mostly, Annas said, 
they have to have a certain at- 
titude toward creativity. 

"I think kids are best served by 
adults who know and like them- 
selves," she said. "Children are 
hungry to learn. They are dying 
for everything you can give 
them." 

The brochure for ARTCAMP 
states that "We Believe that 
children are natural artists." The 
programs tend to reinforce the 
child's creative impulses. 

"Art making is a natural 
human activity," Annas said. "I 
don't think we all should become 
professional artists." 

Many of the instructors have 
special talents that are of uniaue 
benefit to the program. Susan 
Stevenson Garnett has earned six 
awards of merit for her video art. 
Bill Humphreys is a professional 
mime and character actor. Annas 
says she tries to use the instruc- 
tors' special capabilities 
whenever possible to create a 
class that children can't find 
elsewhere. 

"We're finding that kids can 
pick up on fairly sophisticated 
concepts early on," said Annas. 
*^ "They really enjoy the video 
workshops and can learn the 
technical information easily." 

Annas said the participation in 
the program last year was good- 
over 200 chil|dren signed up. The 
classes were scheduled to start on 
June 17 this summer, but lack of 
participation forced the center to 
push the first classes back to June 
24. Annas still expects the 
program to do well this year. 

The classes are offered in two 
age groups: 7 to 9 years and 10 to 
12 years. Annas said she would 
like to eventually offer as exten- 



sive a program to teens. 

"We often let teens participate 
in our adult classes, because we 
don't offer as many teen 
programs," she said. 

The center is planning a 
program in July with students 
from the Governors' Magnet 
School. Thirty 11th and 12th 
grade students will participate in 
an "experimental collaboration 
workshop" in three different art 
mediums. One group will work 
on a video art project. The 
second section will do a perfor- 
ming arts project. And the third 
group will do "installation art." 

"The kids in the installation 
art will have to create an en- 
vironment," said Annas. 
"They'll have to work together to 
decide just what kind of en- 
vironment to create in the space 
they have." 

The cooperative project with 
The Governor's Magnet School is 
a way for the center to expose the 
talented kids to some alternative 
art forms that do exist as a career 
for an artist. The art forms aren't 
as well known in this area. 

"The only place you get a 
steady diet of these alternatives is 
in New York City," Annas said. 
"The trickling down process 
takes time, but they do exist as 
careers." 

The Arts Center is planning to 
showcase the ARTCAMP par- 
ticipants work at a public recep- 
tion on Friday, Aug. 9 from 5:30 
to 7:30 p.m. at the Center at 1711 
Arctic Ave. If space permits, the 
instructors will also show some of 
their work. 

In addition to their children's 
programs, the center also offers a 
variety of adult classes from 
photography to painting. For

McDonald Garden Center 
Summer is a good time to en- 
joy the great outdoors along with 
your own home landscape. Using 
varieties of plant material that 
perform well during this time of 
year is one way of getting the 
most from this fun season. 
Flowering Chaste Tree (or Vitex 
as it is more commonly referred) 
is a summer flowerijig ornamen- 
tal tree that likes it here in Tide- 
water, and can add a lot of color 
and interest to your landscape. 
Now's the time when Vitex begins 
to take the spotlight with its rich 
blue long-lasting flowers. 

Vitex will grow to almost 20 
feet and tends to be somewhat 
spreading with an umbrella 
shaped canopy. It makes a good 
lawn tree as well as a street tree. 
Our friends on the peninsula have 
used it for years along their city 
highways. Sauthside has not. for 



some unknown reason. It cer- 
tainly has many fine qualities. 

Typically, Vitex reaches peak 
bloom shortly before Crepe Myr- 
tles, about mid-July. However, a 
second and sometimes third 
bloom is not unusual when the 
first set of spent flower heads are 
sheared off. Vitex blooms on its 
current seasons growth so the 
best time to do major pruning is 
in early spring before new growth 
begins. It's quite disease and in- 
sect resistant as well as long 
living. 

We're fortunate to be in the 
hardiness zone for Vitex as our 
friends to the north cannot grow 
it. The fragrant flowers are born 
on long spikes up to 6 inches loilg. 
Its foliage is also aromatic having 
a somewhat strong though not 
unpleasant aroma. If you've 
never tried Vitex you're certainly 
missing a great opportunity to 
add color and excitement to your 
summer landscape.

New license plates 
available July 1 

RICHMOND— applications for 
Great Seal License Plates will be 
accepted at all Department of 
Motor Vehicle offices, beginning 
July 1, according to Donald E. 
Williams, DMV commissioner. 

Similar to the Bicentennial 
Plate, the Great Seal Plate will 
feature the state seal in the center 
with three numbers on the right 

and left. The world Virginia will 
be in red, numbers in blue, and 
the seal will be shown in blue and 
gold. 

Williams said new numbers 
have also been designed to 
enhance the appearance of the 
plate. Numbers will begin with 
500,001 and end with 750,000. 
Reserved combinations are not 
available in this series. 

The new collector's plates were 
authorized by 1985 legislation in- 
troduced by Del. Gwendalyn F. 
Cody, Fairfax Co. 

In addition to vehicle 
registration fees, there will be a 
one-time $25 fee for the new 
Great Seal Plates. Sales for the 
first year are expected to generate 
about $200,000 for highway 
maintenance and construction. 

Initially, plates will be mailed 
from DMV headquarters in Rich- 
mond. Delivery is expected to 
take about three weeks. 

DMV will also issue two other 
new license plate series beginning 
July 1. Veteran and street rod 
plates will be available for a $10 
annual fee in addition to 
registration fees. 

Applications for veteran plates 
must present separation papers 
indicating honorable military 
discharge. Street rod plates will 
be issued for vehicles manufac- 
tured before 1949, or those 
designed to resemble vehicles 
made before that year.

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EOC can smooth path 
to career change

The typical scenario that faces 
the counselors at the Educational 
Opportunity Center is this: A 
recently divorced or separated 
woman in her early 30's finds 
herself thrust back into the job 
market after a few years as a 
housewife. She probably has a 
couple of children to support. 
She might have a degree in 
elementary education and have 
worked for two years as a 
teacher, but doesn't want to go 
back to that type of work. 

The Educational Opportunity 
Center on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard in Virginia Beach of- 
fers three types of counseling that 
might aid people confronted with 
the drlemma of the above 
scenario. 

"We offer career, educational 
and financial aid counseling," 
said Patsy Moore Talbott, one of 
the four counselors at the EOC. 

The EOC, which is federally 
funded by the Department of 
Education, has existed for six 
years. They have just gotten ap- 
proval for another three year 
grant. Talbott estimates that 
they've seen more than 13,000 
clients since opening their doors 
in 1979. 

"Our services are geared 
toward adults," she said. "We 
don't see many high school kids. 
Adults who are thinking about 
changing careers or going back to 
school find our services helpful." 

The service is free to those who 



fall into the low income bracket 
and there is only a minimal $5 fee 
for those who don't. There is no 
limit to one's use of the facilities. 
A client can come back many 
times for the one time $5 fee. 

"You could easily pay hun- 
dreds of dollars elsewhere for the 
services we offer," Talbott said. 

The career counseling involves 
helping people make an initial 
career decision or helping those 
who want to change careers. 
They have a variety of aptitude 
and career-interest tests that can 
be given to the client. The process 
starts with a nice, long talk with 
one of the counselors. 

"I try to find out what skills 
they know they have," Talbott 
said. "I find out what's impor- 
tant to them in a job and „what 
kinds of things they enjoy 
doing." 

Talbott said she finds many 
more people are confused about 
exactly what they want to do. 
They aren't in touch with their 
own abilities or preferences. 

"We see many more people 
who don't know what they want 
to do," she said. "They really 
lack self-knowledge." 

Occasionally, they will see a 
client who knows what he/she, 
wants to do, but is being a bit less 
than realistic in the pursuit of 
that career. 

"We'll have someone who says 
she wants to go into public 
relations, but tells me she doesn't 
like to write or speak before a 
group. I have to wonder how

Spend 20 years studying reincarnation 
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Carolina couple search for past lives

Joe and Mary Myers believe 
they have found the reincarnated 
persons of Emily Dickinson, 
Judy Garland, and Mark Twain. 

Joseph Myers believes he was 
author Edward Bellamy in a 
previous life. Mary Myers was 
the sainted Therese Martin. 

They have some 60 documen- 
ted cases from 20 years of 
studying reincarnation and trying 
to prove their hypothesis that 
personality and physical traits 
repeat from one life to the next. 

"Plato said the souls of the 
dead return in bodies that are 
similar to the previous bodies," 
Joseph Myers said. "They would 
have the same innate urges and 
drives and characteristics." 

The idea of physiognomy is not 
new, Myers said. It is the study of 



judging human character from 
facial features. But Joseph Myers 
searched for a long time before 
finding anyone with a similar 
school of thought about its con- 
nection with reincarnation. 

"In all the books I read about 
reincarnation, and I read a bunch 
of them, nobody seemed to see 
that people should look alike," 
Joe Myers said. "I had known 
for a long time that I couldn't be 
a discoverer, because I knew that 
anyone who had the same 'ex- 
periences that I had would see the 
same things and tell about it." 

The experiences Myers had 
were meditation ^experiences 
where he saw that he had lived 
before and that he looked similar 
in his other lives. During 
meditation, Myers has also made 
identifications of other people. 
Myers says our physical makeups 



change very little from one life to 
the next. Many characteristics 
like hands, ears, handwriting and 
facial construction remain almost 
identical. Personality charac- 
teristics and life occurences may 
also parallel. 

"I saw that I looked alike and I 
had the same problems," Myers 
said. "I modified them a little 
bit, but I was very much working 
with the same bugs and hang ups 
all these years." 

The Myerses did most of the 
research on their own, because 
other notable figures in the field 
didn't share their belief. They 
were looking for a case of a living 
or recently living person with 
someone from the past who had 
left a record, usually a 
photograph or drawing, so they 
could compare the physical 
features. 



"I didn't find anybody for a 
long time," Myers said. "And I 
felt anybody would be willing to 
make the sacrifice to bring in 
some new information that 
would help." 

"Until finally I got the case of 
the one man who would be 
willing to expose himself. I got 
my own case," he said. 

Joseph Myers believes he was 
author Edward Bellamy, who 
wrote the book, "Looking Back- 
ward." Comparing pictures of 
the two men shows a 
remarkable resemblance, even to 
the slight slant of the right eyelid 
of both men. 

After their research received 
national coverage on "PM 
Magazine," the couple started 
getting letters and phone calls 
from people who believed they

regional referral experience in 
nuclear cardiology; and 
technology's most up-to-date 
camera for rapid evaluation of 
heart functions, soon-to-be- 
installed at the hospital, one of 
only two in the Southeast. 

The Heart Institute will use the 
equipment, technicians and the 
cardiology specialists to provide 
a wide array of non-invasive car- 
diac studies for patients referred 
by their personal physicians. The 
adult and pediatric cardiologists 
and cardiac surgeons will be 
available on referral to see 
patients for consultation and 
examination with eighteen 
specialists participating in the 
program. Cardiac surgery and 
pediatric cardiac catherization 
are currently performed only at 



Norfolk General Hospital. 
However, Virginia Beach General 
has a certificate-of-need pending 
with the State Health Department 
for an adult cardiac catherization 
laboratory, which has already 
received approval from the local 
Health Systems Agency. 

The institute will be located in 
a building adjacent to the 
hospital which is planned for 
completion in early 1986. The in- 
stitute will work closely with the 
VBGH Wellness Center which 
will also be adjacent to the 
hospital and will offer among its 
services primary prevention-as 
well as rehabilitation~of patients 
with heart disease. The institute 
and the Wellness Center com- 
bined with the emergency cardiac 
care program of the rescue 
squads and the cardiac care units 
will give area residents ready ac- 
cess to a complete spectrum of 
cardiac care. 

"As the key hospital in 
Virginia's largest city, we have an 
obligation to residents to deliver 
state-of-the-art health care. The 
new Birthing Center, our multi- 
million dollar addition, new 
surgical suites, new Wellness 
Center and now the Heart In- 
stitute confirm Our commitment 
to meet our health care 
obligations to the community," 
Jenkins said.

The path of terrorism 

With terrorism on the upswing, Americans are 
talkjpg about the nature of Islamic fundamen- 
talism. These attempts to understand the basis of 
the problem are admirable, but vain endeavors to 
relieve ourselves of ] a genuine understanding, 
resulting in a healthy commitment to separate what 
is God's (the church) and what is Caesar's (the 
state). When Jesus said this, he may have literally 
been conversing about tax monies, but his meaning 
was much deeper. 

Religion, one of man's inventions, should be a 
personal decision to regard all of humankind as we 
want them to regard us. The degree of commitment 
we feel to this should be God and ourselves, alone. 
The fact is that the golden rule is an essential basis 
understood in all religions, Islam, Christian, Hin- 
du, Buddhist. Religious fundamentalists, people 
who choose to impose on others a fanatical inter- 
pretation and zeal seek to change this universal guide 
for kindness by demanding the acceptance of their 
God and their interpretation of scripture. 

Government, another of man's inventions, was 
created for the systematic enforcement of law and 
order in a land. To any civilized nation that means 
fair and equal treatment towards all of its citizenry 
to promote personal happiness and, ultimately, 
national security. At least in theory, America's 
government best embraces the enlightened ideals of 
a democratic justice, freedom and dignity available 
for citizens of the United States. 

The intelligent American brings to politics his 
own understanding born out of a religious 
education and conviction. This political acumen 
and sensitivity can be witnessed in Jesus, Ghandi, 
Martin Luther, Socrates, Rev. Martin Luther King 
and others who chose to meet people with 
peaceable actions. 

Ethnocentric reasons alone can explain why so 
many people will agree on the dangers and folly of 
allowing a religious fanticism to pervade the 
political arena, as long as they can point an ac- 
cusing finger elsewhere but at home. The general 
consensus on terrorism is that to allow or even in- 
stitute governmental policy based on a religious 
bias is not only sheer madness, it is morally 
unethie&l and extremely dangerous. Two cases in 
point are the American hostages held in the 
American Embassy in Iran and the most recent 
American hostages from the TWA flight. Any 
sane, rational person considers these Islamic gun- 
men crazy to pursue this evil in the name of 
religion. 

Even with all the acquired knowledge we have 
from past horrors, a "Christian" fundamentalism 
is, also, on the upswing in America, complete with 
hard-line tactics to institute as civil law, religious 
dogmas. What is most awful is that they are passing 
this immoral activity off as Christian when it is 
anything but. The Moral Majority, the 7(X) Club, 
and groups like them are not that much different 
from the intolerant reign of Ayatollah Khomeni, 
the symbol of modern religious tyranny. The 
ruthless attacks by the "Christian" fundamen- 
talists, to ruin the reputations and personal lives of 
moderates and liberals is indeed unchristian, un- 
democratic, immoral and uncomfortably similar to 
the unsavory tactics of the Islamic fanatics. Evil 
has been propogated in the name of Christianity 
for hundreds of years. Even Hitler thought God 
was on his side. 

During the metamorphosis from medieval times 
to the entlightened days of the Renaissance, 
Europeans looked to the Near East where Socratic 
logic enhanced political and social progress. 
Through the years, Iran has allowed the gradual 
erosion of any such progress by blindly reacting to 
the decadence and cruelty of a war laden area. 
Desperate for change, the Islamic people looked to 
Allah, their God, for relief. Inevitably, Iran fell to 
the slow and sure pressure that paved the road to 
religious tyranny. 

Today, many Americans, also reacting adversely 
to societal decadence, are willing to follow extreme 
religious revivab in the hope of reform, even though 
the price is personal freedom. Led by fundamen- 
talist preachers, they are continually working to 
erode the basic rights that ensure American 
freedom and dignity to choose and act according to 
personal discretion. The political monies they 
solicit for religious purposes are depleting 
America's greatest resource, democracy. 

"Let him who has rars", and a mind to reason 
with, learn from this critical and desi^rate crisis. 
We should never allow the arrogance of religious 
fundamentalism to covertly, or overly manipulate 
constitutional law in the name of any religion. 
Christian, Islamic or whatever. We should squelch 
any actions to institute religious tyranny over 
human minds.

to linger and never be forgotten 
can only be eased through 
forgiveness. Hurt is defined as a 
three dimensional pain because it 
is always personal, unfair and 
deep. 

The process of forgiving is not 
instantaneous. A commitment to 
move on to a more positive life is 
essential.

"Forgiving is not forgetting," 
"Excusing is not forgiving," and 
that "Accepting people is not 
forgiving them." 

Forgive and Forget is a sen- 
sitively written work about a very 
human process. It is more than 
just another self help book and 
will appeal to readers interested 
in the full course of change in- 
volved in forgiveness. The final 

results are strength and freedom. 
"When you forgive another per- 
son you are surprised at your own 
freedom to do what you did... 
You forgive in freedom and move 
on to greater freedom. Freedom 
is strength; you know you have it 
when you have the power to for- 
give."

You may not be faced with a 
life-death situation, but lung 
researchers in Florida report 
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chicken soup actually works for a 
cold. As for "cryptococcal 
meningitis", Chinese researchers 
used garlic and found it nearly as 
effective as the standard treat- 
ment. Why the dramatic effect 
from garlic? Perhaps because of 
its anti-bacterial properties, 
which make it useful in treating 
other infections.

realistic they're being about their 
skills." 

The counselors encourage the 
clients to do informational inter- 
^ views with people in the fields 
they're interested in. Getting the 
knowledge from people who ac- 
tually do the jobs they're in- 
terested in is very beneficial. The 
center also has research materials 
available on a wide range of 
careers. 

The educational counseling 
comes into play, most often, af- 
ter the person has decided on a 
career pursuit, and wants to 
know where to get the best 
education for that job. 

"We're familiar with what the 
colleges have to offer in a par- 
ticular major," Talbott said. 

The financial aid counseling 
goes hand in hand with the 
educational help. Most of the 
people they see are going back to 
school after a long break and 
aren't financially able to bear the 
cost of education. The EOC has 
all the forms for federal financial 
aid and information on different 
types of grants and scholarships 
that are available. What makes 
their service different from 
what's available in the college's 
fmanciai aid office, is that these 



counselors have time to help in 
the form completion process. 

"The financial aid forms are 
long and similar to tax forms and 
many people don't want to go 
through the hassle of filling 
them out," Talbott said. "We 
have the time to help them fill out 
the forms and receive some aid 
that they might otherwise have 
missed out on." 

The EOC has outreach offices 
in Norfolk, Portsmouth and 
Chesapeake that are open one 
day a week, to make it more con- 
venient for people in those cities 
to get help. 

They also do special seminars 
wherever they're invited, to reach 
more people. They speak to 
military groups on pre-retirement 
and spouse employment, and to 
parents of high school students in 
a financial aid workshop. 

Talbott says she thinks one of 
the main benefits of the center is 
that it can put some order and 
guidance into the pursuit of a 
career. 

"We help people get things 
down on paper," she said. "We 
can help them objectively look at 
their skills and choose a career 
accordingly." 



Council keeps its cool on 
resort revamp project ,

City Council remained cool 
toward a proposal on how to 
fund resort area revitalization but 
left $5 million in the revised 
Capital Budget fof engineering 
and design of the Atlantic 
Avenue Beautification project. 

Council members appeared 
reluctant Monday at a work 
session to commit themselves fur- 
ther without a specific plan on 
what is to be done. A specific 
plan is what is expected to come 
out of an Urban Land Institute 
study which should be available 
in August befbre Council con- 
siders its next five-year Capital 
budget in the fall. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
relayed to Council the proposal 
by the Resort Area Advisory 
Commission to estabUsh a resort 
area revitalization fund with 50 
percent of the net receipts derived 
from resort area revenues. These 
revenues were estimated at $10.3 
milhon a year. That would mean 
half of that, or $5 million or 
more a year, would go directly to 
resort area revitalization instead 
of to the general fund. 

Companion proposals included 
the elimination from the Capital 
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Past president* and fiisl ladic* are among Myers' M cases 



had past lives. Then, Myers was 
able to get the substantial number 
of cases that he needed for more 
credibility. 

Mary Myers said, "What we 
do is we get an identification on 
someone, then we go to the 
library and start looking through 
books. We find that it's not only 
the physiognomy that's similar, 
it's the life experiences and per- 
sonality traits." 

An interesting case came to the 
Myerses a few years ago. A 
woman who now lives in Reston, 
Va. told them that as a child in 
Scotland, she had dreams of a 
coffin being carried down a flight 
of stairs, past a fan-shaped win- 
dow. The woman, Patricia 
Allen, would wake up from these 
dreams cyring and her parents 
sent her to a psychiatrist. 

Later, while riding on a train, 
Allen heard a voice say to her, 
"Emily Dickinson." 

Allen's research on the 
reclusive 19th century American 
poet brought her to Amherst, 
Mass. and to the Dickinson 
home. 

When the tour guide took 
Allen down a black flight of 
stairs where the Dickinson coffin 
was carried past the same fan- 
shaped window, Allen was 
almost overcome and felt that she 
might faint. But she knew she 
had found the answers she had 



searched for. A comparison of a 
picture of Allen with that of 
Dickinson shows an uncanny 
resemblance. 

Joe Myers pulls out mounted 
pictures from his briefcase. He 
has a picture of the statue of 
Alexander the Great beside a pic- 
ture of Thomas Jefferson. 
President Andrew Johnson is 
next to Lyndon Baines Johnson. 
Actress Aileen Quinn ("Annie") 
shares a flat with Fanny Brice. In 
their lectures, the Myerses show 
many more slides to substantiate 
their hypothesis. 

Myers maintains that he has a 
practical purpose for his resear- 
ch. It is not curiosity that 
motivates him. 

"If you can't make it practical, 
if you can't use it to make the 
world a better place, then don't 
do it," Myers said. 

"The future of the world really 
hinges on the understanding of 
reincarnation," he saw. "If a 
man and a woman can choose to 
so purify their minds and bodies, 
they could become parents to a 
superior being that could become 
a spiritual leader." 

The Myerses, who are deeply 
religious, believe their findings 
can have a great bearing on 
Christianity. 

"It makes Christianity the ex- 
pression of the man Jesus en- 
tering the world again and 



again," Mary Myers said. 

"Reincarnation is simply 
another word for eternal life," 
she said. "I can talk to a Pen- 
tecostal or any Fundamental 
Christian without mentioning the 
word reincarnation and they 
believe everything we believe. We 
just get hung up on semantics." 

Many people still doubt the 
validity of the Myerses work, 
although through their lectures 
and television appearances their 
following is growing. 

Joe Myers says, "If we were 
frauds, then we'd go around 
searching for pictures that looked 
like somebody. That would be ut- 
terly stupid. I don't know that 
you could ever do it, because 
you'd have to match faces, ears, 
hands, handwriting, personality 
traits, natural urges, the whole 
bit." 

The Myerses see their research 
as establishing reincarnation as 
natural law, because through pic- 
tures and handwriting analysis, 
the cases can be tested. The 
Myerses think this natural law 
can benefit international 
relations. 

"We're dealing with natural 
law so that the Russians and the 
Americans can realize that we're 
not killing each other, we're 
killing ourselves," Joe Myers 
said. 



Improvement Plan the Atlantic 
Avenue Beautification Plan for 
which City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck had recommended 
$8.6 million in the revised 
budget; submission to the public 
through a referendum the choice 
on additional funding for the 
resort revitalization; and 
changing the focus of resort 
revitalization from Atlantic 
Avenue to a more comprehensive 
area. 

Jones and Councilman Robert 
Fentress, who had met with the 
Resort Commission, were both 
receptive to the proposals. Jones 
said it makes sense to use profits 
from the resort to revitalize the 
resort which in turn would 
produce additional revenues. 

Fentress said that the Com- 
mission is more interested in a 
long-range plan than a short- 
range plan which is the case in 
five-year Capital Improvement 
Plans. 

The Commission, Jones said, 
is looking for a commitment 
from Council. 

Council, however, was un- 
willing to make a further com- 
mitment because of the absence 
of a specific plan. Members also 
questioned the wisdom of 



'The Beach*' at 
Chrysler Museum? 



NORFOLK— "The Beach," 
an exhibition of 20 photographs 
by Ray K. Metzker and 15 photo- 
graphs by Duncan McCosker, 
opened at The Chrysler Museum 
on July 2 and will continue 
through September 8. Both ar- 
tists have been drawn to the 
beaches because of the rich diver- 
sity of human and environmental 
interaction to be found and cap- 
tured there. 

Their subjects are at home at 
the beach, and more open to the 
public eye than they would ever 
otherwise allow. "There's a real 
my^ery smrpuadiiig aiost.figUKs 
if ^you just look at them care- 
fully," states McCosker in a 
recent interview published in the 
San Diego Museum of 
Photographic Arts' Member's 
Quarterly. "When you scrutinize 
them, they often look very 
strange, as if they came from 
another planet." 

McCosker's photographs share 
the same seascape scenario as 
Metzker's and belie the 
photographers' agreement that 
there is a certain "magical 
quality" implicit in capturing a 
bather engaged in the joy of 
cocooning within his temporary 
habitat. Yet McCosker's 
photographs, taken in California 
and Hawaii, have a metaphysical 
ring to them. The scene is more a 
focal point than are the charac- 
ters. Whether his picture is one of 
children hiding behind a dune as 
their mother peers over her 
shoulder, or of two men standing 
knee-deep in water having a con- 
versation, the entire scope of the 
beach's landscape continually 
orders his composition. 

The Chrysler Museum, OIney 
Road and Mowbray Arch, Nor- 
folk, is open from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Tuesday through Saturday, 
and from 1 to 5 p.m. on Sunday. 
Admission and parking is free.

establishing a method of funding 
for one area of the city different 
from others. 

For his part, Muehlenbeck said 
that other departments generate 
revenue and that the city would 
have to look at what effect the 
funding would have on other 
departments, such as the police 
which generate funds through 
fines. 

The city would also be finan- 
cing capital projects with 
operating funds on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. The city traditionally 
has financed capital projects with 
locally issued bonds, federal 
revenue sharing funds, state fun- 
ds (schools and roads), and other 
funds of this type. 

Budget Reduced 

The failure of the $72.8 million 
bond referendum for roads, 
schools and the city jail, 
however, forced the city to revise 
its budget fro'm a total budget 
from $310.4 to $249.2 miUion. 

In his revised budget Muehlen- 
beck includes $23,681,088 of the 
undesignated fund balance from 
the Operating budget of 
$50,336,01 1 to the Capital budget

Japanese Beetle alert

In case you haven't noticed, 
Japanese beetles are on the ram- 
page right now in Tidewater. 
They are the beetles with the 
iridescent bronze wing covers and 
metalic green body. Japanese 
beetles seem to feed on just about 
everything in sight, skeletonizing 
the leaves and flowers of more 
than 2(X) species of plants. Some 
of their favorites in our area in- 
clude roses, hardy hibiscus, 
grapes, filberts, lindens and 
Crepe Myrtle. 

Japanese beetle control is 
relatively safe and easy, there 
being a number of methods from 
which to choose. Beetle traps are 
easy to use but only provide par- 
tial control. The beetle is lured to 
the trap by a bait, which contains 
a sex attractant and scent. It's best 
to place the trap as far from your 
ornamentals as possible in order 
to keep the beetles away from 
your plants. 

Spraying or dusting your plan- 
ts with Sevin offers good control. 
Scvin i>: ^ "contact -type" insec- 



ticide which must touch the beetle 
to be effective. Two or three ap- 
plications are usually necessary. 
Once your plants have been 
sprayed, avoid wetting the foliage 
for several days so as not to wash 
the insecticide off. 

A better and more long-term 
control would be to use Milky 
Spore. You see a Japanese beetle 
lays its eggs in the soil in late 
summer. These eggs hatch and 
the grubs feed on grass roots, 
hibernate over winter, then feed 
on your grass roots again in the 
spring. The adult beetle finally 
emerges from the soil in summer. 
Milky spore is a bacterium which 
kills the grubs. It typically is ap- 
plied to turf areas in a powder 
form where it takes ap- 
proximately two years to become 
fully effective. But once applied, 
it lasts for 20 years. Milky spore 
is most effective when you, along 
with your neighbors use it. This 
gives larger scale control so that 
beetles from other gardens don't 
fly in. Get your beetles under 
control today.

to make up for some of 
the loss. The remaining fund 
balance would be used for the 
budget reserve ($25,154,915), and 
the Arts Center reservation ($1.5 
million). 

Monday Council adopted or- 
dinances reflecting the changes in 
the Capital Budget recommended 
by Muehlenbeck. To Muehlen- 
beck's changes, Council added its 
own: 

•Reduce the Atlantic Avenue 
Beautification allocation from 
$8.6 million to $5 million. This 
won't make any immediate 
change in the project because 
most of the dropped expenditure 
is scheduled for years beyond 
1986. 

•The remaining $3.6 million 
will be transferred to the Kem- 
psville Area Library expansion 
and the Bayside Recreation Cen- 
ter which were both unfunded in 
the revised budget. --^ 

Otherwise the revisra budget 
contains a percentage 

distribution for each category of 
projects approximately the same 
without referendum funding as it 
did with referendum funding. 

Also, funding for capital 
projects from the undesignated 
general fund balance shows an 
increase of $11,681,088 over the 
five-year budget period. 

The Atlantic Avenue funds 
would finance only the complete 
design and installation of under- 
ground electrical/phone utilities.

these sky charts, face either north 
or south and hold the charts directly 
in front of you with the horizon on 
the bottom The charts show the 
brightest stars and planets between 
the horizon and the part of the sky 
directly overhead during the early 
evening hours this month 

CONSTELL.'VTIONS: Several 
bright stars can be found in the 
southern sky this month, each in a 
different constellation. Beginning in 
the east, look for Altair in the con- 
stellation Aquila the eagle. Along 
with Vega and Deneb (see north- 
facing chart), this bright star forms 
the most noticeable star pattern in 
the summer skies — the Summer 
Triangle. Look high overhead to find 
Arcturus, the bright star that marks 
the tail of the kite-shaped constella- 
tions, Bootes. In the west, notice 
Spica, part of the constellation 
Virgo. 

The northern sky's most promi- 
nent constellation, the Big Dipper, 
can be seen standing on the tip of its 
bowl high overhead. Beneath the 
Dipper to the west, look for the 
bright star Regulus. Regulus marks 
the "paw " of the constellation Leo 
the lion which will gradually sink 
beneath the western horizon as the 
month progresses. 

PLANETS: Two bright planets 
dominate the southern evening sky 
this month.

The ringed planet, Saturn, is visi- 
ble between Spica and Antares. On 
July 26, Saturn will become station- 
ary before it resumes its east\irard 
motion across the sky 

Jupiter is the brightest planet and 
can be found low in the east in the 
early evening sky. It rises about 
sunset and is found in the constella- 
tion Capricornus. 

CELESTIAL EVENTS: Look for a 
waning gibbous moon to pass within 
5° of Jupiter on July 4 in the evening 
sky. Later in the month, on July 26, 
the waxing gibbous moon will pass 



3° south of Saturn. 

There are two full moons this 
month and the second full moon to 
occur in the same month is called a 
"Blue Moon." Blue Moons are rare 
— the last time one occurred was 
December, 1982 and the next will be 
in May, 1988.

Virginia Beach resident, Ed- 
ward A. Krupa, a mechanical 
engineer employed by the Nor- 
folk Naval Shipyard Public 
Works found a new method to 
save the Navy's energy and ear- 
ned a $3,310 Beneficial 
Suggestion Award. 

Krupa put his creative talents 
to use after he noticed that the 
old method used to preheat feed 
water for boilers are producing 
steam but also allowing valuable 
energy to go unused. Solving the 
problem took him to the drawing 
y^ feoard where he conceived and 
^ >aesigned a method to use waste 
heat in a heat exchanger which 
resulted in a large energy savings 
from two of the shipyard's in- 
dustrial air compressors. 



Since the yard's air com- 
pressors generate a tremendous 
amount of heat during the 
production of compressed air, 
Krupa took advantage of this 
readily available source of energy 
and designed a system whereby 
heat can be removed by 
circulating water through heat 
exchangers. 

The heated water is then cooled 
in a saltwater-to-freshwater ex- 
changer and recirculated. The 
new heat exchanger extracts the 
heat generated by the com- 
pressors and transfers it to the 
boiler feedwater. 

This new method was placed in 
operation in April 1985 and is 
projected to result in a first-year 
savings of $87,751.

Creative kids start newsletter 
in Pennsylvania, Virginia Beach

Two years ago, an enterprising 
10-year-old named Ben Mut- 
zabaugh decided to start a news- 
letter written by and for kids his 
age. Thus, the Enola Area News- 
paper was born in Enola, Pa. on 
Octobers, 1983. 

And because his cousin, Kenny 
Mutzabaugh, of the Windsor 
Lake Apartment Community in 
Virginia Beach, is interested in 
writing as well, Virginia Beach is 
another city to be incorporated 
by Ben's paper. 

Recently, the bi-monthly 
paper's name was changed to the 
^U.S. Press, because of its expan- 
sion outside the Enola area. 

"Most of our branch offices 
are based because we have friends 
or relatives in those cities," said 
Ben Mutzabaugh, now 12. "We 
have a good chance of getting a 
branch office in Cameroun, 
Africa and a potential one in 
Denver." 

The 7th edition of the paper 
just came out in June and the 8th 
edition will ccxne out in August. 
The Augu^ «iiti<»t should feature 
news about Virginia Beach. 

"We're planning to have a 
story about the fireworks at 
Mount Trashmore," Ben said. 



The U.S. Press is a one-page 
newsletter with stories that in- 
terest the children writing them. 
They write about the space shut- 
tle, track star Jesse Owens and 
the legend of Ground Hog Day. 
Ben says there are plans to ex- 
pand the newsletter to more 
pages, but not in the immediate 
future. 

"We already took a vote and 
decided to expand to more 
pages," he said. "But we just 
can't do it right now because of 
copying expenses." 

The newsletter is free and 
therefore must generate funds 
from other sources. They've had 
one successful ad campaign and 
plan to have a carwash to raise 
money. 

The K-Mart in Enola, Pa. 
bought a full, back-page ad in the 
U.S. Press. Ben had one of his ar- 
tists design several ad layouts and 
the officials at K-Mart chose the 
one they liked best. 

"We have some very good ar- 
tists," Ben said. "We charged K- 
Mart $10 for the back page." 

The students put out their 
newsletter with very little adult 
guidance and the idea was Ben's. 
His mother, Paula Mutzabaugh, 
types the newsletter and checks 
for grammar, punctuation and 



spelling. Ben says that most of 
the time his mother does a good 
job. But one time she missed a 
typographical error. 

"We had a title that said New 
York as the "biddest" city in- 
stead of the "biggest" city," he 
said, laughingly. 

The U.S. Press staff has a 
weekly meeting at Ben's house to 
discuss business matters and to 
use Ben's extensive collection of 
reference materials for their 
stories. Ben doesn't usually 
assign his reporters stories, he 
says. He lets the people pick 
something they'd like to write 
about. The reporters from the 
branch offices aren't required to 
attend the weekly meetings, of 
course, since they Uke place in 
Pennsylvania. But Ben tries to 
keep in touch with his key people 
at the other branches as often as 
he can. 

"I talk to Kenny and find out 
if there is anything he'd like to 
write about in the next edition," 
Ben said. 

Ben, who aspires to a reporting 
career, has learned early on that 
managing a staff can be difficult. 
He incorporates some recreation 
into the staff meetings to keep 
everyone interested.

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Students really bear the loss 

Recently, the National Merit Scholarship Cor- 
poration of Evanston, 111. filed a suit against an 
organization called the the National Merit Foun- 
dation, Inc., located in Los Angeles, Calif. 

The suit alleges the defendant, National Merit 
Foundation, Inc. caused name confusion by doing 
a mass mailing to high school students throughout 
the country stating that, because of their out- 
standing achievements, they were eligible to appear 
in the National Merit Foundation's "National 
Honor Roll," a pubHshed book costing $29.95. 
The mailing included some of the same students 
being honored by the National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation, but also included students with poor 
academic records and some who had dropped out 
of school. 

The National Merit Foundation, Inc. included in 
their mailing an offer to purchase the book 
"National Honor Roll" for $29.95, a key chain for 
$8.95, a wood grain plaque for $19.95 and a cer- 
tificate of recognition for $9.95. They would also 
send letters of recommendation to businesses and 
colleges for $2 each. 

In a statement released by the National Merit 
Scholarship Corporation, they said that the suit 
was filed because "the defendant had caused sub- 
stantial actual confusion, and that it was highly 
damaging for National Merit Scholarship Cor- 
poration to be considered to be associated with 
National Merit Foundation, Inc. " 

Nowhere in their complaint do they mention the 
students. They are the real losers in this case. They 
thought they were being honored for academic 
achievements, when actually they were being ripped 
off. National Merit Foundation, Inc. expected 
those students and parents they contacted to hand 
over $68.80 to purchase the book, the plaque, the 
key chain and the certificate in order to be 
recognized for having good grades. If they didn't 
get the money, the student probably didn't get his/ 
her name in the "National Honor Roll." 

The students were dishonored further because 
the criteria for getting into the "National Honor 
Roll" was not high academic achievement, but 
really whether one was willing to bear the cost of 
being honored. It means nothing to a student when 
the name being honored beside his is a high school 
dropout. 

The National Merit Foundation, Inc. was wrong 
to perpetrate this scam on the students of this coun- 
try. The lawsuit will punish them. But the National 
Merit Scholarship Corporation shouldn't have filed 
the suit with only such selfish means in mind as 
clearing their own name. They should stop to think 
who the real victims are.— C.L.

of research and case histories of 
more than 35,000 patients. 

They conclude that vitamin E: 

-prevents thrombosis, or clot- 
ting in blood vessels 

-opens new channels of blood 
supply when other blood vessels 
are blocked thus improving cir- 
culation to damaged tissue 

-aids healing of burns and 
ulcers 

-prevents scar tissue, 
eliminating deformities and con- 
tractures after burns and injuries 

-assists normal clotting in 
wounds 
f\ -improves action of insulin in 
diabetes 

-reduces the need of the cells 
for oxygen 

-strengthens muscles 

-improves the action of the 
ovaries and relieves symptoms of 
menopause 

-increases the activity of male 
spernl cells 

-helps maintain blood supply 
to the fetus, preventing 
miscarriage 

Perhaps one of the most far- 



reaching effects of the Shutes' 
research, and one that has 
already turned the tide, is their 
work with heart and vascular 
disease, the leading cause of 
death in the United States, 
claiming over a million lives each 
year, largely from coronary 
thrombosis. 

One of the two original car- 
diologists in America, Dr. Paul 
Dudley White, once wrote that 
when he graduated from medical 
school in 1911, coronary throm- 
bosis was unknown. According 
to Dr. Shute, with the milling of 
flour was lost the most significant 
source of vitamin E in the diet. 
At the same time white flour 
was introduced coronary throm- 
bosis appeared. 

"It is too useful for too many 
things,'* Dr. Evan Shute wrote in 
his book Common Questions on 
Vitamin E and Their Answers. 
"That has always been one of its 
major difficulties. Once under- 
stood, however, it will be as 
universally used as antibiotics 
and insulin."

tless. Pommes Frites' adventures 
are no less bizarre than those of 
his master, but Bond seems more 
comfortable writing from the 
perspective of the animal than 
from that of Monsieur Pam- 
plemousse. 

I pictured Monsieur Pam- 
plemousse somewhat as Peter 
Sellers playing Inspector 
Clouseau. The attempts on Mon- 
sieur Pamplemousse's life that 
create the mystery, and Monsieur 
Pamplemousse's miraculous 
escapes, are almost slapstick in 
nature. Our hero's difficulties 
with the products of Poupees 
Fantastiques, discreet manufac- 
turers of inflatable rubber 
doghouses and other items, are 
especially memorable. When 



Monsieur Pamplemousse sub- 
stitutes his car battery for eight 
1.5 volt batteries, the results 
scandalize the chambermaid and 
enthrall Madame Sophie. 

Although Monsieur Pam- 
plemousse is definitely not a 
book for children, its hero is 
reminiscent of Paddington Bear. 
He is well-meaning, but somehow 
his innocent actions result in 
reactions and complications that 
he could never have foreseen. 

Michael Bond's novel is flawed 
and slightly out-of-control, but 
his characters are sufficiently 
likeable that I look forward to 
another book with Monsieur 
Pamplemousse and Pommes 
Frites.

Any season is planting season

Three recent University of 
Notre Dame grads, John

To improve the relationship 
between the community and the 
Virginia Beach Public Schools 
will be the task of the recently 
appointed Community Relations 
Director, said Dr. E. E. Brickell,

Last Tuesday, the School 
Board appointed Dorothy Bar- 
ber, current director of com- 
munity relations for the Trenton, 
N. J. school district, to fill the 
post.

Brickell said the school ad- 
ministration has studied the need 
for such a position for three or 
four years. 

"This position is more than 
just dispensing information," 
Brickell said. "It's more than 
P.R. It's getting the community 
involved in our schools."

The restructuring will also create 
two more communications 
specialist positions to work under 
Barber.

By trusting his hunches and 
using his intuition, Kilhenny en- 
tered several successful business 
ventures, including stints in the 
restaurant business.

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Statue of Liberty 
needs our help 

More than $155 million has been collected toward 
a $230 million fund to restore two of our national 
symbols — the Statue of Liberty and Ellis Island. 

The statue stands on 12-acre Liberty Island. It 
and 27 '/2-acre Ellis Island lie close to one another in 
New York Harbor's Upper Bay. 

Contributions, which are tax deductible, are 
being raised from the general public and from cor- 
porations and foundations. 

The Statue of Liberty was a gift from France to 
the people of the United States, a monument to 
Franco- American friendship. The 100th anniver- 
sary of the statue's dedication will be next year, and 
restoration work is expected to be completed in 
time for the centennial celebration . 

Restoration is extensive. The torch held by the 
statue is being replaced. The structural skeleton is 
being renewed. The copper skin in being cleaned 
and treated with anti-corrosive materials. Various 
stairways are being restored, elevators replaced and 
ventilation improved . It is a massive task . 

Ellis Island was an immigration station between 
1892 and 1954. During that time 17 million im- 
migrants arrived at the island from their native 
countries and passed through to become new 
Americans. An Ellis Island centennial will be 
celebrated in 1992, with the opening of its refur- 
bished buildings and a new historical museum. 

Those who came to America from Europe sailed 
by the Statue of Liberty on their way to Ellis 
Island. The statue became a symbol of hope and 
freedom, and it represented home to American ser- 
viceman returning from Europe after two world 
wars.

We have yet another military medical horror 
story -- that of Timothy White. Maybe the swollen 
military health-care rolls had something to do with 
ETSN White's getting short shrift when he tried to 
get physicians' attention in order to get a life- 
threatening mole removed. Now I do not believe 
that those medical personnel whose notice he 
sought were callous. Not at all. I do believe that 
they may have been overworked due to bloated en- 
titlement rolls deriving from the astronomical rise 
in the divorce rate of military members, especially 
after retirement, and the prevailing law which 
gives all wives of military members health care 
whether they ever served as military wives or not. 

While I do not wish to be disrespectful, I just 
don't believe that marrying a retired military man 
is so great an event that it should be subsidized by 
the American taxpayer.

Maybe 
those times when Timothy White tried to get help 
so he would not die of a malignancy, he had to line 
up behind hundreds of those undeserving, non- 
serving freeloaders; that is, women military mem- 
bers married after their retirement, and children 
of those non-serving wives by previous marriages. 
Don't misunderstand my thesis. A military 
member certainly has the right to divorce and 
remarry. But he should not have the legal means 
(as he does now) to make the American taxpayer 
pick up most of the tab for women and children 
who were taken on after retirement, or anyone 
else he declares as a dependent, who had had 
nothing at all to do with the military. 

To the family of Timothy White, my most sin- 
cere condolence. To the Armed Services Commit- 
tee charged with entitlements, in memory of ET- 
SN White, remove from health-care rolls all those 
who have not been part of a military family during 
active duty.

In 
The Hero and The Crown, win- 
ner of the 1985 Newbery Medal, 
McKinley delves into the 
illustrious history of Damar by 
depicting the adventures of that 
country's principal heroine, the 
Lady Aerin, Dragon-Killer. 

Tall of stature and fair of skin, 
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the fiery-haired Aerin is in- 
famous amongst the castle 
peerage, her unfortunate status 
derived from her failure to 
exhibit even a hint of the magical 
kelar or "gift", which all 
royalty are known to possess.

Dragons and 
wizards are only part of this 
superb fantasy of a stalwart 
heroine in search of her fate. Of 
the few novels published every 
year in the fantasy genre for 
young adults, this is one of the 
best. While the book is written 
for a younger audience, adults 
will find it delightful.

to see that the public knows what 
we're doing, what our problems 
are and what we're doing to solve 
them, and to let the community 
know what they can do to help."

The department will design a 
speakers bureau, using the com- 
munications specialists from the 
public information office and the 
two new positions.

Crepe Myrtles are Tidewater's 
most popular summertime plant. 
With their flamboyant floral 
display in shades of red, pink, 
lavender, and white, there is no 
doubt that this "Flower of the 
South" turns Hampton Roads in- 
to a Crepe Myrtle Capital. Today 
there are thousands planted along 
our highways and byways, but 
their popularity is just starting to 
gain a foothold in our area. 

Lagerstroemia indica or Crepe 
Myrtle as it is more commoiily 
known, has been in cultivation 
for more than 1000 years. Its 
roots actually began in China, 
but it has been in cultivation in 
the U.S. for more than a century. 
It's often called the "Tree of 100 
Days" because of its long 
flowering period. 

What makes Crepe Myrtle so 
special? well, there are many out- 
standing attributes of this fine 
plant that have made it worthy of 
special recognition. First, it can 
be considered a tree for all 
seasons. Although one of the last 
trees to leaf out in Spring, its 
garnet-tinged, young leaves are 
very attractive, turning into 
glossy, dark green leaves through 
Summer. Autumn color comes in 
shades of yellow, orange, and 
red. A purple flowering variety 
named Catawba with its fiery, 
orange-red Fall color, even rivals 
the traditional favorite, burning 
bush, (Euonymous alata). Winter 
brings a picturesque trunk and 
strong branching pattern to life 
with the Crepe Myrtle's bold, 
gnarled and twisted main stem 
with its exfoliating (peeling) 
bark. 

I he heat of summer certainly 
brings out the best in Crepe Myr- 
tles as they begin their intense 
floral display. It seems just as our 
usual bounty of Spring color 
begins to fade, the Crepe Myrtle 
says, "Look everybody, it's my 
turn!" The hotter it gets the bet- 
ter they like it. They're very heat 
and drought tolerant as well as 
being quite disease resistant. This 
is true particularly today with the 
newer hybrid varieties gaining in 
numbers. Obviously, the cities of 
Virginia Beach and Hampton 
both made a good choice when 
they selected Crepe Myrtle as 
their official City Tree. In Nor- 
folk it's the City Flower. 

Our neighbors to the North 



and West are not as fortunate as 
we, as Crepe Myrtle is not Winter 
hardy much further North than 
Washington, D.C. and to the 
West, not much further than 
Richmond. 

Crepe Myrtles can take on 
many sizes and shapes, from 
single stem trees to multi-stem 
shrub forms, to smaller dwarf 
types. Heights can range from 
under three feet to well above 
twenty-five feet. There are even 
varieties suitable for growing as 
hanging baskets. With over 100 
varieties in existence, you can cer- 
tainly find one ot meet your own 
personal taste requirements. 

It's easy to be successful with 
Crepe Myrtles because they are so 
easy to grow. Just remember to 
always plant in full sun. Pruning 
can be done just about anytime. 
Fertilize twice a year, once in 
early Spring before new growth 
starts and again in Fall, once 
leaves have begun to drop. For 
even faster growth, a late Spring 
fertilization can be added. An 
easy way to extend your Crepe 
Myrtle's blooming period and in- 
crease the color is by simply 
pruning off the flower heads as 
they fade. This will promote 
another flush of flower buds and 
keep your Crepe Myrtle 
blooming right into Fall.

Catawba - a dense alobe- 
shaped shrub to 11 feet with 
abundant dark purple flowers. 
Brilliant orange-red Fall color. 

Potomac - upright branched 
tree, like plant to 25 feet. The 
clear medium pink flowers are 
very abundant. 

Victor - Two to three feet com- 
pact dwarf variety with deep red 
flowers. 

Crepe Myrtles are truly a plant 
for everyone's yard. Their 
dependability and performance 
make Hampton Roads a summer- 
time showcase of color.

"The issue has been killed in 
coimnittee everytime," Houston 
said. 

Also representing Virginia 
Beach were Senator Cynthia J. 
Pridmore and Delegate William 
G. Milner and Christine O'Don- 
nell. 

The model l^slature is for 
people 60 years of age and older. 
They were chosen in April by 
mail-in voting to Southeastern 
Virginia Areawide Model 
Program, Inc. (SEVAMP). 

The legislature was composed 
of Seven joint committees: 
general laws, health and in- 



stitutions, social services, 
housing and education, labor and 
commerce, courts of justice and 
finance. 

Some of the issues they chose 
to discuss were the establishment 
of a state lottery, excluding from 
taxable income certain retiree 
benefits, requiring licensing for 

home health agencies and ob- 
taining permits by school boards 
to use school property for senior 
activities. 

Legislation that was approved 
by both houses of the Silver- 
Haired L^slature will be con- 
sidered by the governor and the 
General Assembly in making 
policies that affect senior 
citizens.

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Champion liberal 
arts education 

Guest editorial by Wyatt Durrette 

So much has been said about education in Virginia and 
the United States that we might be tempted to believe that 
all aspects of even so vast a subject have been addressed. 

But in the reams of reports chronicling an historic crisis 
in the classroom, an essential ingredient has too often been 
overlooked. That ingredient is a consensus about the 
civilizational as well as the economic purpose of higher 
learning, particularly in our public colleges and univer- 
sities. More specifically, the missing ingredient--even here 
in Virginia-is a consensus about the urgent need to sustain 
the liberal arts as the cornerstone of the collegiate 
■curriculum. 

Many important reforms are underway. Here in 
Virginia, for example, several of the nationally-spotlighted 
reforms needed in schooling, especially at the elementary 
and secondary levels, are being reviewed by the Department 
of Education. But the number of types of reforms being in- 
stituted only proves that we previously had allowed the 
degradation of our schools to continue unremarked and 
unresolved. 

Since we were so remiss for so long, we have to make 
sure that the reforms we enact, and the momentum we now 
have for re-establishing "excellence in education," are 
well-conceived, fundamental in nature and sustained over 
the long term. 

In short, we must avoid the temptation to talk eloquently 
without acting effectively. 

The reforms being reviewed in Virginia range from 
higher requirements for graduation from high school to 
competency testing for prospective teachers. More recently. 
Old Dominion University, acting unilaterally, has resurrec- 
ted guidelines for a "core curriculum" leading to a com- 
mon understanding of al common body of learning. This step 
to restoring the unity in university ins'truction is one we 
must applaud and encourage, because in an era of the 
"multiversity", the interrelation of subjects has not only 
■^ifeii lost but aggcessively abandoned. 

'-^ei itfiB l lft qgaW»j|^ita educator recently offered an im- 
portant if not complete perspective on the problem by 
rightly lamenting declining enrollments in many liberal arts 

i courses. However, his proposal for correcting the decline 

i was stated essentially in terms of threatening faculty mem- 
bers with loss of their jobs unless they, and their colleges' 

i administrators, "strengthen (the liberal arts) programs and 

; increase their enrollment." 

Commendable as the intent obviously is, such a method 
might amount to little more than telling a patient suffering 
from a cold that the cure is not to catch a cold. 

The crucial cure-the real reform-for education must 
begin, as with all reforms, with asking the right preliminary 
questions. In decrying the declining enrollments in liberal 
arts courses-especially as a major program of study-even 
in Virginia's finest colleges and universities, we need to ask 
the inescapable question: why have liberal arts courses been 
ignored by so many students for so long? 

The answer will in a sense be a political one, in that the 
state's colleges and universities are public institutions, 
charged with the transmission of that body of knowledge 
which is the grand conservator of Western civilization. In 
addition, it is incontestable that higher education is of im- 
measurable, even indispensable, importance. 

The best answer, then, is that liberal arts courses have 
been ignored, or actually repudiated, by our society itself. 
Politicians and educators have merely followed suit, 
acquiescing in the fleeting fashions of the time. Captivated 
by rapid change in technology and an increasingly con- 
sumer-oriented economy, we as a people have temporarily- 
only temporarily it is to be hoped-forgotten that our every 
social, political and economic blessing springs from a 
civilization committed for many centuries to view of life 
and learning based squarely on the pillars of a classic, 
liberal arts education. 

For this reason, beyond even bolstering course 
requirements, we have to undertake nothing less than an 
historical redefinition of what our society-oux civilization- 
-aspires to be. Only in this pursuit can we hope to inspire, 
rather than merely require, most of our college students to 
study the liberal arts with devotion and in depth. Once we 
have reasserted a higher purpose for education than simple 
"career fulfilment"-as important as that is-will we have 
restored interest in, and commitment to, the study of 
history, languages, literature and philosophy. Once we 
have recaptured an understanding of the interrelatedness 
of courses now ruptured by "specialization," we will be 
prq)ared to motivate students to master the comprehensive 
learning-the wistfom-which is the foundation of our Com- 
monwealth and national Republic. 

This is why, as Governor, I will do everything within my 
power to redirect the Commonwealth's attention and 
available resources to strengthenings the liberal arts 
curriculum in our sUte colleges and universities. Central to 
my administration's education policy will be the conviction 
that the key to "excellence in education" is an emphasis 
upon the essence of an education.

when the interstate was being 
built. The society, whose purpose 
it is to protect, preserve and 
restore historical landmarks, 
rallied to try and stop the destruc- 
tion of Upper Wolfsnare. Other 
land near the house was aquired 
for the borrow pit and the house 
was saved. 

The house has been open for 
about five years during the sum- 
mer months. Approximately 100 
people have visited this season. 

"Someday when we have more 
money we hope to have a full- 
time curator and leave the house 
open everyday," said McCaw. 

The white brick plantation 
house was built by Thomas 
Walke in. The Walke family 
came to Virginia fron Barbados 
in about 1660. The society 
believes Thomas Walke III was 
fairly wealthy, having many 
slaves, herds of cattle and a mill. 

As they arc giving a tour, the 
docents try to give the visitors an 
idea of what life was like during 
the 18th century in Virginia. By 
today's standards, the house is 
small, having only eight rooms. 
There is also a full basement and 
attic and eight fireplaces. 

A long, wide hallway goes 
through the middle of the house 
and supplies a nice breeze, even 
on the hottKt of days. It is 
believed that this hallway served 
as another room, because of the 
good ventilation. The 18th cen- 
tury family would eat meals tho-e 
and read or play musical in- 
struments in the cooIct hallway 
instead of sitting in the stuffy side 
rooms. 



Most of the furnishings in the 
house are donated by historical 
society monbers or others in the 
community. The house still has 
all the original wall and floor 
boards. Two paintings of decen- 
dents of the Walkes hang in the 
parlor. Other paintings of some 
historical iandinarks were done 
by Hank Pugh and line the 
hallway. 

The grounds of Upper Wolf- 
snare today is about three acres. 
It is believed that the Walkes had 
about 7,000 acres with a mill and 
a store on their property. 

It was named after the Wolf- 
snare Creek where Thomas 
Walke probably had his mill. Hie 
creek was an off-chute of the 
Lynnhaven River and is no longer 
there. "In those da^, land was 
everything," said McCaw. 

The Princess Anne County 
Historical Society has 400 mem- 
ben, but McCaw hopes that the 
membership will increase. 

"Our heritage is departing and 
we want to try and save it," Mc- 
Caw said. 

The society also has the Pem- 
broke Manor House which they 
are tirying to mtore, but funding 
is the main drawback. The 
society gets funding from the 
dues of members, the $1 ad- 
mission charged at Vppa Wolf- 
snare and some money fr<»n the 
City of Vir^a Beach.

CoatlBBcd from page 1 
summer. After the cutting of the 
multi-colored ribbon, we filed 
. back out to the buses which then 
gave us a tour of the campus and 
then dropped us off at our in- 
dividual classes. 

I awoke to the sounds of the 
chorus members singing "Chapel 
of Love". I looked across the 
aisle and saw the drummers tap- 
ping away on their knees. In the 
background, "Oh What A 
Beautiful Morning" played. 
Beautiful? We were stuck in the 
middle of traffic in a suffocating 
bus because it was raining out- 
side. 

"I'm hot," cried one of the 
boys in the back, "open some 
windows". 

"Don't do that, replied the bus 
driver, "if they're mad enou^, 
they'll throw things at us!" 

The windows were opened 
anyway. Then the bus turned into 
the lunchroom scene from 
"Fame". The dancers were get- 
ting pretty jumpy while the 
chorus members were singing 
tunes from "Grease" and the 
kids from drama and broad- 
casting were doing their 
monologues. People looked up 
from their cars and I sank into 
my seat. 

"This is going to be a long 
ride." I was right. 

After forty-five minutes, a 
mechanic fixed up the engine and 
drove us to the toU road where 
our driver changed places and 
started the last leg to Virginia 



Beach, it was a stop and go ride, 
where many times we had to pull 
to the side of the road and wait a 
while before moving on. Around 
two hours later, I was home. 

A typical school day is like 
this: in the morning we have in- 
structional courses on theory and 
history and things of that nature 
and in the afternoon, we put our 
talent to work by choosing 
specific classes that appeal to 
each individual. The art courses 
include: photography, welded 
sculpture, airbrush, acrylic pain- 
ting, lithography and ceramics. 

The time I like the most is lun- 
chtime. At Webb Center, you can 
hear soaps on the left, music 
down the hall and voices from the 
cafeteria. I walked down the hall 
and looked into the courtj^d 
where there was music pla^i^, 
guys skateboarding and^ev%n 
some kids dancing. 

That's the one thing I've 
noticed: music is the common 
denominator at the Magnet 
School. Kids bring in walkmans, 
tape recorders, and even boom 
boxes and you can always find 
someone tapping their foot or 
humming a tune. Well, I didn't 
know anyone in the courtyard so 
I moved on to the game room. 
Multitudes of people were wired 
into video games while others, 
like myself, played one of the 
competitive games like ping pong 
or "foozball". Lunch is the time 
for all of us to relax and meet 
other students from the program 
and the college students as well. 



After playing a few games, I 
left Webb Center and went to the 
Fine Arts building where 1 sat on 
the steps and ate my lunch. Down 
the hall, I could hear a violin's 
soulful sound, while above me on 
the second fioor an opera singer 
was vocalizing accompanied by a 
piano, and somewhere on cam- 
pus, a French horn seemed to be 
calling everyone to the hunt with 
its muffled melody. I leaned 
back, closed my eyes and I 
listened to the cacophony of the 
Magnet School. 

The voices of students retur- 
ning to class made me think of an 
article which generalized about 
the type of student attending an 
"Arts School". Contrary to 
popular belief. I've found that 
many of the students who excel 
m the acts also excel in 
«;ademic$ as well ak leadership in 
their schools. They are well- 
rounded individuals who should 
not be characterized as strickly 
arts oriented. 

The students are very special 
because it takes a unique person 
to give up summer in order to at- 
tend classes five days a week, 
from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. for six 
weeks. It's a tough tradeoff: 
Tchaikovsky for Madonna, Jof- 
frey for Jackson, and florescent 
lights of the classroom for the 
sun and surf of the beach. 

Many of us don't expect to 
become famous, but it's nice to 
dream. The Magnet School is 
helping to further that dream.

Latest research helps 
visually impaired kids 



New research shows that 
children whose visual functions 
limit their ability to learn are also 
more likely to develop emotional 
problems, according to Virginia 
Beach optometrist Hal W. 
Breedlove, O.D. 

Breedlove, attended a 
Washington, D.C. conference on 
vision where the research was 
released. 

"A person's vision is in- 
strumental in learning about and 
dealing with one's surroundings. 
In school, for example, the 
majority of classwork involves 
vision," said Breedlove. 

"When there is an inability to 
use their vision efficiently and 
confortably for tasks less than 
arm's length from their eyes, the 
quality of a child's school work 
will suffer, or they will make 
other visuaJ adaptations as they 
attempt to overcome the visual 
stress." The poor vision will con- 
tribute to their failure to keep up 
in school. And when children 
fail, they find ways to compen- 
sate, to keep their feelings of self 
worth. 

Those were the findings repor- 
ted at the conference by North 
Carolina psychologist Gary 
Bachera, Ph.D., who studied the 
impact of learning-related vision 
problems of 200 children. The 
youngsters made drawings of 
themselves both before and after 
visual training to clear up their 
visual problems. "A standard 
psychological scale was used to 
count indicators of emotional 
problems, such as missing hands 
or feet, the completeness or 
omission of features and other 
characteristics," said Breedlove. 

Joel Zaba. O.D., a Virginia 
optometrist who provided the 
visual care programming for the 
test group of children also lear- 
ned: 

•Nearsighted children had 



more indicators of emotional 
problems than farsighted 
children. 

•Farsighted children were less 
likely to show a reduction of 
emotional indicators than near- 
sighted children following treat- 
ment of visual problems. 

"The two found out that 
having to wear glasses didn't 
seem to provoke new emotional 
problems, which explodes a 
widely held belief," said Breed- 
love. 

•The 200 test-group children 
with learning difficulties 
produced pre-treatment drawings 
with a total of 405 indicators of 
emotional problems. The control 
group produced drawings with 
only 79 indicators. 

"In new drawings produced af- 
ter visual training and the 
prescription of lenses to reduce 
the effort required for doing 
near-vision work (such as 
reading) the emotional indicators 
for the treated group dropped to 
228, a decrease of 177." 

"Many children with learning- 
related vision problems will do 
practically anything to avoid 
doing near vision work. They 
seldom experience any sustained 
visual demands, so they never 
have any visual complaints," said 
Breedlove. 

But the vision problems can be 
identified by several signals: 

•Poor attention span to any 
task that requires near vision. 

•Holding reading material ex- 
tremely close. 

•Covering one eye while 
reading. 

•Headaches after doing near 
vision work. 

•Skipping words or lines while 
reading. 

•They require a finger or 
marker to keep place while 
reading.

Selecting stocks that will make 
buyers money is an art-not a 
science.

In addition, you know 
that the member firm's em- 
plovees have completed a 
minimum training period, passed 
a rigorous Exchange 

examination, and work at their 
jobs full-time. 

2. Shop around as you would 
for any service so important to 
your ultimate well being. Ask 
friends, business acquaintances, 
certified public accountants or 
local bankers to recommend a 
broker. 

3. Arrange an interview with 
the broker you are considering. 
Ask her for suitable investment 
recommendations based on your 
age, career situation, financial 
standing and any other relevant 
data. For example, what would 
be suitable for a young lawyer at 
30 years of age with a high in- 
come with $25,000 in capital and 
what would be suitable for a 45- 
year-old school teacher with the 
same amount to invest would 
probably be very different.

fit into that budget. 

There are many costumes in 
storage from the other 
Shakespearean plays they have 
done. When they can, they pull 
costumes from storage and 
refurbish them for size. They 
might take a dress that was used 
in a play last year, add some 
lace or a different collar and 
give it a completely different 
look for this year's performan- 
ce. 

From her own small library 
of reference materials, MacAr- 
thur gets her ideas for the 
costumes. She has books with 
authentic drawings of dress 
during the Elizabethan period 
or whatever time frame they've 
decided on for the play. 



In designing the details of the 
costumes, the collars, the ruf- 
fles, the items that make a 
costume unique, MacArthur 
and her staff get to test their 
creativity and ingenuity. For 
one of the lady's dresses in 
"Twelfth Night," they have 
made a beautiful, tall lace 
collar. The lace is from a petti- 
coat and they used a wire coat- 
hangar to make it stand up. 

"It will frame the actress' 
faced beautifully," said 
Remian.
